Cleveland, when President, 
aug- 


gosted the idea of retiring the green- 
backs from circulation. President Mc- 
Kinley appointed Mr. Gage, a Chicago 
national 
banker, Secretary 
of tbe 


Treasury. Mr. Gage voted lor Presi- 
dent Cleveland and was a firm believer 
in his financial policy. Now Mr. Gage 
is preparing a financial measure, which, 
no doubt, will be satisfactory to Mr, 
McKinley and to Mr. Cleveland, which 
he proposes to submit to Congress next 
winter. To ascertain Jhe opinion of 
tho different bankers he has sent out 
hundreds of letters to the banks in- 
viting suggestions for placing the cur- 
rpcay on a sound basis. 


Secretary Gage's scheme embraces 


the gradual retirement of greenbacks 
and the substitution of national bank 
notes therefor, allowing the banks to 
issue to tbe full limit of their securi- 
ties, instead of 90 per cent as at 
present, reducing the tax on bank cir- 
culation to ^ of 1 per cent, anrt limit- 
ing the denominations of all paper 
money to $10. 


The Secretary has already com- 


menced to put bis scheme in practice 
by retiring greenbacks, so far as is 
possible under the present law. He is 
locking up in the Treasury all green- 
backs and treasury notes and on June 
1st there was held in the Treasury 
about $60,000,000 of these notes. 
1 That is the relief the present Admin- 
istration proposes to afford.tho people 
in the way of currency reform. Green- 
backs, which cost thejpeople nothing, 
except the paper they are printed on 
are to be withdrawn from circulation 
and national bank .notes, secured b; 
bonds on which the people pay inter 
est, are to be issued instead. And yet 
there are people who pretend to be 
lieve that there is a difference between 
the financial policy of Mr. Cleveland 
and Mr. McKinley, but those people 
are generally politicians, who know 
better.

try was informed that all that was 
needed to bring prosperity was confi 
deuce. 
Tom Reed, tho Czar of the

They are not controlled by 
the banks, therefore, they must go 
But instead o£ greenbacks, bank notes 
ere to be issued, and a greater circula 
tion than we now have is to be built 
upon the paper of the National Banks. 
So after all the acknowledgment is 
made that more money is needed and 
not confidence, and the money is to be 
worth less than GO cents on tbe dollar, 
in fact, as worthless in 
"intrinsic 


value'1 as paper.

IN the case of the; United States vs. 


the North Bloomfleld Gravel Mining 
Company, Judge Ross of the United 
States District Court rendered a de- 
cision of considerable importance to 
miners, The Court held that tbe gov- 
ernment had absolute power to regu- 
late mining, and as the act involved 
requires mine owners to acquire a cer- 
tificate from the Debris Commission 
that the operation of the particular 
mine would not injure the navigability 
of the rivero, the Court, therefore, 
granted the injunction asked for delay 
until the mining company obtains such 
certificate from the Debris Commission.

John Q. A. Moore returned from Oar- 


lin to his old homo iu Carson last Fri- 
day Ecorniatj- He and Postmaster O. 
E. Bernard of dtrliu are the discover- 
ers of the recently announced new 
placer gold diggings a short distance 
this side of Carlin, ou the Humboldt 
river, and have the principal and most 
eligible location. It is on the south 
side of the river and not far from the 
undeveloped coal 
mije, ia 
winch 


Moore, ex-Governor Kinkcad and other 
Carsonitos are interested. The deposit 
of gravel developed is five feet thick, 
lying flat, with slate bed and cap on 
roof. This gravel is heavily cemented, 
in fact it is a big bed of cement, and 
all has to be blasted out with powder. 
Samples sent to various locations for 
working indicate a yield of from $20 to 


$-10 per ton, Mr. Moore has been work- 
ing with hired assistants at the mine 
for the past two or three months open- 
ing out and prospecting it, and they 
have now on the dump about eighD 
tons of the gravel or cement rocked up 
ready for transportation to Ogden, 
Salt Lake and Denver for practical 
testing as soon as the river gots low 
enough to allow wagons to haul it 
across to tun railroad, 


This auriferous cement, and also 


free washing gravel Is found to extend 
five or six miles and many locations 
have been made by various parties who 
expect to develop paying mines during 
the season. In several locations ex- 
cellent gold prospects are obtained. 
The gold iu this cement is all very fine, 
and it also carries a small proportion 
of silver—not enough for working pur- 
poses. 


The now famous new gold mines of
